Court Refuses to Review Oath * 
Decision on School Room Use* 



The Supreme Court Monday 
refused to review the Califor- 
nia Supreme Court's decision 
jthat the American Civil Litaer- 
jties Union could not be re- 
» quired to execute a loyalty 
oath before using school prop- 
erty for a meeting. 

Los Angeles and San Diego 
Boards of Education thus lost 
their fight to reverse the state 
court's 4-3 ruling of last 
Jan. 24. 

J. C. Chambers, chairman 
of the Los Angeles board's 
law and rules committee, de 
clared: 

"It looks like they're pre- 
judging in this case ... I 
had anticipated that they 
would at least hear the 
cfcse." 

:ie said the high court "by 
itsp very action has given sup- 
port to the opposition." While 



stating he did not mean the 
ACLU was a subversive or- 
ganization, he added: 

"But the ACLU has pried 
the door open, and others can 
walk in." 

From A. L. Wirin, -the 
ACLU's chief counsel, came 
this comment: 

"The ACLU will now file an 
application with both the Eos 
Angeles Board of Education 
and the San Diego Board of 
Education for a series of 
meetings. Now the ACLU will 
be able to hold its public 
meetings in school buildings 
on 'the Bill of Rights' without 
relinquishing one of them — 
freedom of assembly free 
from a coerced 'loyalty 
oath.' " 

Basis for the legal contest 
was the refusal of both school 
boards to allow the ACLU to 
hold a series of monthly pub- 
lic meetings in school build- 



ings last year without furnish- 
ing a statement the organiza- 
tion did not advocate the vio- 
lent overthrow of the Govern- 
ment. ; i 

In asking the Supreme 
Court to review the case, at- 
torneys for the two boards 
called attention to the "se- 
riously divided" 4-3 decision 
of the state court. 

They contended 'that if the 
decision stood, it "would 
greatly hamper the efforts of - 
the state to make limited in- 
vestigations into matters of 
legitimate., and substantial! 
governmental concern." 

ACLU attorneys, however,

ACLU Plans Meetings in 
Schools-No Loyalty Oaths 



The American Civil Liber- 
ties Union today is planning 
to apply for a new series of 
meetings in a Los Angeles 
city school building without 
signing a loyalty oath. 

The ACLU action follows 
the refusal by the U.S. Su- 
preme Court to hear appeals 
by Los Angeles and San Diego 
school boards on the Califor- 
nia Supreme Court decision 
which ruled unconstitutional 
the loyalty oath requirement 
as a condition for holding a 
meeting in public school 
buildings. 

"This is the second /iime 
that a loyalty oath required 
by California has ^bc-en re- 
jected by the court," ACLU 
Att y. A. L. Wirin/n oted. "The 
first one imposed a loyalty 
loath as a condition of secur- 
ing a tax exemption. 

'The American Civil Liber- 
ties Uriidn now will apply 
for a n^w series of meetings 
at a public school building 
without signing a loyalty 
oath." 

Wirin said the organization 
had refused to subscribe to 
the loyalty oath as a matter 
of principle. 

Los Angeles Board of Edu- 
cation member' J. C. Cham- 
bers was critical of the Su- 
preme Court ruling, . declaring, 
"It looks like they're prejudg- 
ing in this case." 

Chambers said he did not 
consider the ACLU a subver- 
sive organization, but said the 
organization "has pried the 
door open and others can 
walk in.

I am enclosing for your information a copy of a two-page 
questionnaire I received yesterday on the campus of 
Los Angeles State College. The young lady passing out 
the questionnaires is, according to one of my companions, 
a member of the ACLU. This questionnaire strikes me as 
literature typical of a Communist front organization. 

The ACLU on campus had also issued an invitation to 
Dorothy Healy to debate with an instructor in the Government 
Department regarding the legality of the Supreme Court 
decision that Communist Party members must register. The 
invitation had been aimroaEgfl hv a noun nil of faculty members, 



Mrs. Healy f s announced refusal to register makes her guilty 
of a criminal act. The concensus in my logic class where 
the issue was discussed today seemed to be that he was using 
this as a M way out 11 . Some of my naive young fellow students 
interpret it as a violation of their academic rights and will 
probably protest it. 

I hope this information will be of some assistance to you in j 
following the activities of the ACLU.

Southern California college 
students believe in the Bill of 
Rights, but an alarming propor- 
tion of them do not know exactly 
what it is, according to a survey 
conducted by the student chap- 
ter* of the Southern California 
ACLU. 

The poll of 1100 students on 
five college campuses showed 
that college students most 
strongly support freedom of re- 
ligion and "free enterprise''; a 



strong majority favor Voting , 
rights for Negroes in the South, 
but they also take a casual at- 
titude toward unlimited police 
powers. 

The random survey was con- 
ducted at Cal Tech, UCLA, Los 
Angeles State College. San Diego 
State College, and Los Angeles 
City College as a Bill of Rights 
Week project of the student 
chapters. 

The poll revealed that 45 per- 



cent of the students approve of 
double jeopardy, and 49 percent 
would support the' concept of in- 
ternment of "suspicious persons" 
in case of a national emergency. 

In the area of ^police powers, 
32 percent approved of wiretap- 
ping on private phone con versa-, 
tions, and 45 percent believed po^ 
lice should be able to pump the 
stomach of a suspected dope ped- 
dler in a search for evidence. 

The survey included 20 ques- 



tions bri opinions related to' con- 
stitutional freedoms and a fac- 
tual questionnaire on whether 
certain rights,, liberties and con- 
cepts are specifically guaran- 
teed by the Bill of Rights. 

Thirty-six percent of the stu- 
dents polled did not know that 
freed bin from excess i ve ba i 1 is 
guaranteed by the Bill of Righ ts, 
and 28 percent thought that 
"freedom of .' enterprise'' was a 



Constitutional guarantee. Ninety- 
nine percent of the students— 
the highest score recorded in the 
poll — knew that freedom of re- 
ligion was guaranteed by the Bill 
of Rights. 

The second highest score was 
97 percent recorded against the 
government's power to confiscate 
. private property for public use 
without compensation.

Recent protests against 
racial segregation, bans on con- 
troversial campus speakers, and 
the operations of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, 
have demonstrated a revived stu- 
dent interest in individual rights, 
the publication noted. 

The pamphlet includes a dis- 
cussion of students as campus 
citizens, students as off-campus 
citizens, regulations concerning 
student life and discipline, and 
the basic principles of academic 
freedom and ' the educational 
process. 

A college or university, the 
pamphlet concludes, is the place 
where students should develop 
the capacity for and habit of in- 
dependent thought, and should 
provide "the soil in which may 
be nourished the speculative, the 
unfashionable, and the unortho- 
dox."

Suit Tests Legality 
of Eviction Order 



The legality of an eviction no- 
tice served upon a Negro family 
in Monrovia solely because of 
race was argued before the 
appellate department of Superi- 
or Court last week. 

ACLU Attys. A. L. Wirin and 
Richard Kamins participated in 
the court arguments as friends 
of the court on behalf of Wil- 
liam D. Hutchinson, whose fam- 
ily was ordered to move from an 
apartment house owned by the 
Abstract Investment Co. 

A court order upholding the 
eviction notice violates the equal 
protection clause of the 14th 
Amendment and the state Unruh 
act prohibiting discrimination by 
all businesses, Wirin said. 

The courts, by enforcing , the 
eviction order, cannot become 
parties to discriminatory prac- 



tices, ACLU counsel argued. 

On another front attacking 
racial bias in housing, the Stale 
Supreme Court set Feb. 6 for 
a hearing in San Francisco 
on the ACLU-sponsored appeal 
challenging discrimination by 
i-eal estate salesmen and bro- 
kers. 

The appeal, brought on behalf 
of Alex and Lucille Vargas of 
Santa Ana, also seeks to apply 
the Unruh Act of 1959 to* real 
estate firms. 

More than a score of state- 
wide civil rights, labor. i*eligious 
and civic organizations, -and the 
State Attorney General have 
filed friend of the court briefs 
supporting the Vargases' appeal.

fornia ACLU executive director, 
said the survey showed "remark- 
able inconsistency and lack of 
clarity" oh the meaning of the 
Constitution and how it should 
be enforced. 

"Our college students, appar- 
ently, do not have an exact and 
accurate knowledge of the pro- 
visions of the Bill of Rights and 
are not, in all important in- 
stances, prepared to support 
these provisions," Monroe said. 

Uneven Pattern 
Among inconsistencies pointed 
up by the student survey, Mon- 
roe noted, were: 

53 percent would refuse a labor 
leader the right to invoke the 
Fifth Amendment's protection 
against self-incrimination; but 84 
percent would grant the right of 
confrontation to accused security 
risks. 

50 percent approve of test 
oaths as a condition for receiving 
student financial aid from the 
government; but 80 percent be- 
lieve a Socialist should be per- 
mitted to teach in a college or 
university.-

The right to be secure from 
unreasonable searches and seiz- 
ure is fundamental to demo- 
cratic liberties and is entitled 
to the protection of due process, 
counsel for the Southern Cali- 
fornia ACLU argued in a brief 
challenging two incidents of po- 
lice misconduct.

Chancellor Franklin D. Mur- 
phy's ruling barring Mrs. Dor- 
othy Healey from speaking on 
the UCLA campus may protect 
students from unorthodox ideas 
but it will not serve the cause 
of free speech or education, 
Eason Monroe, Southern Califor- 
nia ACLU executive director, 
said last month. 

Mrs. Healey, Communist Party 
chairman in Southern California, 
was scheduled to participate in 
a debate sponsored by the Bruin 
chapter of the ACLU.

Mrs. Lucero was later re- 
leased, with no complaint filed 
against her, after a bottle of 
pills seized from her home turn- 
ed out to be vitamin capsules. 

Police filed no complaint 
against Smith, but detained him 
a short time and later released 
him. 

Vital Weapon 

If victims of police misconduct 
are deprived of their right to 
sue for damages by the "fiction 
of governmental immunity from 
civil suit," the citizen every- 
where will have lost his most 
important weapon to secure ob- 
servance of law by public offi- 
cials, the ACLU brief stressed. 

"The difficulties encountered 
by the little citizen, when re- 
quired to contest big govern- 
ment, are formidable enough 
without taking. ,a\yay, his, tradi- 
tional weapon in securing ob- 
servance of the law by public 
officials."

Hastie cited some recent se- 
curity proposals — including the 
abolition of the privilege against 
self-incrimination, fingerprinting 
of the entire population, and 
punishment of talk hostile to the 
government — as evidence of a 
widespread belief that greater 
security is the outstanding need 
of our times. 

"You cannot make conviction 
of the guilty easier without 
making- -conviction of, - the irmc^ 
cent "more .' likely. In : the world" 
of today, men /simply cannot 
have all of the freedom and all 
of the security they very much 
want to have." Hastie said.

In voiding the Los Angeles 
resorting statute, the Supreme 
Court held that the "state has

; the criminal aspects of sexual 
activity and prostitution and 
has provided appropriate penal- 
ties in each instance." 

Assemblyman John A. O'Con- 
nell, chairman of the Assembly 



criminal procedure committee, 
said the present state law is suf- 
ficient to deal with prostitution. 
He said he would oppose restora- 
tion of the Los Angeles ordi- 
nance by state action. 

Municipal resorting laws tend 
to outlaw acts which involve 
only personal morality and "en- 



courage police to make prying

O'Connell said. 

Gov. Brown indicated that he 
would decide on including the 
issue in his call to the Legisla- 
ture after the court has ruled 
on a pending petition for a re- 
hearing of the case. 



Legality of Border 
Blockades Upheld 



The searching of motor ve- 
hicle; north of the U.S. -Mexico 
bor^jV does not constitute an 
"indiscriminate blockade", U.S. 
Judge James Carter held last 
week in a tentative finding in 
an ACLU-sponsored suit chal- 
lenging the border procedures. 

Judge Carter said he would 
issue a formal decision af- 
ter considering the evidence in- 
troduced at the trial. 

In his initial ruling Judge 
Carter said that in the course 
of establishing blockades, bor- 
der patrol officials did not halt 
all vehicles traveling north from 
the border, and that the proce- 
dure could not be regarded as 
a catch-all search. 

The suit was brought by 
ACLU Counsel A. L. Wirin, 
whose car was stopped and 
searched near San Clemente in 
April, 1958. 

Atty. Nathan L. Schoichet, 
serving as ACLU volunteer 
counsel, argued that the block- 
ades conducted by the U. S. Im- 
migration Service violate con- 
stitutional guarantees against 



illegal searches and seizures. 

Schoichet also challenged the 
government's position that a • 
public official has "absolute im- 
munity from civil liability" if he 
acts within the general scope of 
his authority and without "mal- 
ice or corrruption." 

He said the possibilities ot 
further appeal will be explored 
after Judge Carter has handed 
down his formal decision.

Annual Report Warns of 
"Garrison State" Impact 

Mounting governmental and military influ- 
ences on Americans' lives due to international 
tensions must be countered by a broadened 
and more persistent defense of civil liberties, 
the Union warns in its 41st Annual Report 
sent to all ACLU members last month. 

In his farewell message, Executive Director 
Patrick Murphy Malin warns that "the grow- 
ing pressure of 'the garrison state* will be so 
omnipresent and so relentless that it will re- 
quire, in the defense of civil liberties, much 
more sophistication and stamina than ever 
before. 

"This is something which threatens far 
more people far more direcdy and far more 
deeply than the violation of the free speech 
of those who opposed the entry of the United 
States into World War I, or of those who 
sought to organize labor unions in the 1920's. 
— "It^-will T ~-be"'parr~of a "'pufpo'se^To^high^' 
minded, and in a world-wide contest with 
stakes so high and unimaginable destruction 
so near, that it will make the House Un- 
American Activities Committee and the Smith 
Act and the John Birch Society, by compari- 
son, only childish tantrums." 





The election by the Union's Board of Direc- 
tors of John de J. Pemberton, Jr., of Rochester, 
Minnesota, as Executive Director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union was an- 
nounced on December 26 by Board Chairman 
Riresrft^^ col. 3.) 

On April 1 Pemberton will succeed Patrick 
Murphy Malin, who last summer was named 
president of the American-operated Robert 
Colleges in Istanbul, Turkey. 

A 42-year-old lawyer, Pemberton will be- 
come the ACLU's third executive head since 
its founding in 1920. Malin, who has led the 
Union during the last twelve years, was the 
successor to Roger N. Baldwin, the ACLU's 
founder, who retired as Executive Director in 
1950. Baldwin still serves as the Union's In- 
ternational Work Advisor. 

A native of Rochester, Minn., Pemberton 
has been engaged in the general prac- 
tice of law in that city since 1950. He served 
on the faculty of Duke University Law School 
in Durham, N.C., from 1947 through 1950, 
with the final rank of Associate Professor. 
During the 1949-50 period he was Associate 
Editor of the school's publications, Law and 
Contemporary Problems and journal of Legal 
Education. 

Pemberton brings to his new post a broad 
knowledge of ACLU operations, having 
served as Chairman of the Union's Minnesota 
Branch from 1955 through - 1958. He is now" 
a member of the affiliate's Board. He is also 
a member of the Minnesota Fair Employment 
Practices Commission and has been a member 
of the Minnesota Advisory Committee to the 
U.S. Civil Rights Commission from 1958 to 
the present. He also serves on the Rochester 
City Charter Commission and has been active 
in the local Chamber of Commerce. 

Malin 's successor attended local schools in 
Rochester and was graduated from Swarth- 
more College in 1940. During World War II 
he served with American Field Service ambu- 
lance units in the Middle East and India. In 
1947 he was graduated from Harvard Law 
"School^ wliere~he servecr on the Harvard Law 
Review during his senior year. 

The Union's new Executive Director is 
married, and he and his wife, the former 
Lorraine Pruett, have five children. He is a 
member of the Society -of Friends (Quakers) 
and a Republican in politics.

The ACLU has joined in an appeal to U.S. 
District Judge Harold Cox to rule against 
the prohibition of testing of racially-segregated 
travel facilities in McComb, Mississippi. The 
Federal District Court on November 21 or- 
dered removal of racial signs from the Grey- 
hound Bus Terminal in McComb. On De- 
cember 2, following racial violence, the court 
issued a temporary ten-day ban against further 
tests of bus terminal desegregation by the 
Congress of Racial Equality. 

Claiming that violence would break out, 
at the end of the temporary ban, Mayor C. H. 
Douglas and Mr. & Mrs. Aubrey McGeehee, 
who operate the Greyhound terminal and 
"restaurant, have "requested an injunction 
against further testing. 

In its brief supporting CORE's opposition 
to the injunction, ACLU Cooperating At- 
torney William M. Kunstler described the 
injunction request as "just another move in a 
series of legal maneuvers ... to circumvent 
federally protected rights. If temporary re- 
straining orders and preliminary or permanent 
injunctions can be freely used in thismanner," 
he said, "then important federal civil rights 
become little more than mere platitudes." 

In the ACLU brief, Kunstler argued that 
"the fact that violence^by others might ensue 
from the entirelyjiawful conduct of specified 
-defendants is not? "grounds" for Injunctive re- 
lief." Mayor Douglas, he said, has the means 
to maintain order, or could request state or 
federal assistance to do so. Repeated violence, 
he added, "seems to have taken place, in the 
main, when the police were conspicuously 
absent from the areas in which it took place." 




LU Charges Parole &&ard Undermines 
The Privilege Against Self-incrimination 



The ACLU charged on December 14 that 
the U.S. Board of Parole is undermining the 
constitutional privilege against self-incrimina- 
tion by its "unwarranted harassment" of 
former Communist leader Robert G. Thomp- 
son. In a letter to 1 the board, the Union 
asserted' 'that the Agency's action against 
Thompson threatens "the constitutional lib- 
erties which belong to each of us." 

Thompson is currently on parole after 
serving a prison term for violation of the 
Smith Act. The parole board instructed him 
to register as a Communist Party member be- 
cause the Party itself had failed to register as 
required under the Subversive Activities Con- 
trol Act. He was given an alternative of sign- 
ing an affidavit that he no longer belongs to 
the Communist Party, if he wished to claim 
- that_status. -He~~was -also-told ~that-he~ would- 
violate his parole if he failed to register or. 
if he associates with any Communist. 

"As you are no doubt aware," the Union 
said, "your instructions are so framed that 
you effectively assure Mr. Thompson you will 
revoke his conditional release and require him 
to serve that portion of his sentence which 
he was excused from serving by the accumu- 
lation of good time. 

"If he does register, he has admitted asso- 
ciating with Communists; if he fails to 
register and does not submit an affidavit dis- 
claiming membership, he has failed to comply 
with your instructions. In both cases, there- 
fore, you will hold he has violated the condi- 
tions of his release and he will be returned 
to jail, although his period of conditional 
release ends on January 19, 1962 " If the 
parole were revoked, Thompson would have 
to serve approximately 18 more months in 
prison. 

The offer to disclaim Communist Party 
membership would be dangerous, the ACLU 
added, for in view of his former posts with 
the Party there is always the possibility of a 
—government prosecution for.,perjury._ 



"It is our concern for the privilege against 
self-incrimination which particularly prompts 
this letter," Executive Director Patrick Mur- 
phy Malin told the parole board. "You would 
have Mr. Thompson forfeit his constitutional 
privilege by holding over him the threat that 
if he does not do so, you will return him to 
prison. We believe that the position you have 
taken in this case demeans the Constitution, 
and violates the trust of any governmental 
agency to discharge its duties consonant with 
strict constitutional standards." 

No Court Ruling on Privilege 

The Union reminded the board that the 
Supreme Court"clecision last June regarding 
the Subversive Activities Control Act held 
only that its provision for registration of the 
Communist Party was constitutional. "The 
Court took pains explicitly to point out that 
it was not passing on the question whether 
the Act's provisions relating to registration 



of officers and members violated the privilege 
against self-incrimination," the ACLU added. 
"Four dissenting Justices, however, were of 
the view that the Act did in fact violate that 
privilege. 

"When that question is presented to the 
Court so that a majority believes its posture 
is ripe for disposition,' we believe — and we 
will so urge the Court — that the statute will 
be held invalid on that ground." 

The Parole Board has announced that it 
is deferring action in the Thompson case. 

Oregon ACLU Victor 
In School Book Suit 

In a test suit supported by both the na- 
tional ~AGLU* and its Oregon -affiliate,— the-- 
Oregon Supreme Court has declared uncon- 
stitutional a state law under which textbooks 
•Jwexe provided at public expense for use in 
^parochial schools. 

In. his opinion for the court, which reversed 
the decision of the trial judge, Justice O'Con- 
nell said: 

"The evidence establishes . . . that the pur- 
pose of the Catholic Church in operating the 
St. John's school and other similar schools 
under its supervision is to permeate the entire 
educational process with the precepts of the 
Catholic religion. . . . There is no doubt that 
the teaching of subject matter in this manner 
in a public school would be contrary to 
law. ... 

"We recognize that whether an expenditure 
is an aid to a religious institution in its re- 
ligious function or in some other capacity is 
a question of degree. But it seems clear that 
the line must be drawn to include within the 
constitutional proscription the furnishing of 
textbooks to pupils of parochial schools. This 
conclusion is compelled because such books 
are an integral part of the educational 
~processrr-r. " a 

"More important, perhaps, is the danger 
that the acceptance of state aid might result 
in state control over religious instruction. 
Some religious leaders, including leaders in 
the Catholic Church, have opposed acceptance 
of public funds on this ground. These con- 
siderations convince us that the wall of sepa- 
ration in this state must also be kept 'high 
and impregnable'. . . . 

"We are not unmindful of the fact that 
parents who send their children to Catholic 
schools must bear the double burden of sup- 
porting not only their own parochial schools 
but the public schools as well. But the added 
burden is self-imposed; instruction- in— the- 
public schools is available to all. Catholic 
schools operate only because Catholic parents 
feel that the precepts of their faith should be 
integrated into the teaching of secular sub- 
jects. Those who do not share in this faith 
need not share in the cost of nurturing it ."

Victory Won by Minn. 

ACLU in "7984" Case 

The Minnesota Civil Liberties Union re* 
cently intervened in a dispute concerning 
George T)rwelPs *"iTbveir v ^BH? , ^hT i Unibn*F 
affiliate defended a high school teacher in 
Wrenshall, Minn., who had made the book 
assigned reading for an advanced senior class 
and was thereafter discharged for insubordi- 
nation by the Wrenshall Board of Education 
— which termed "1984" immoral and obscene 
and unfit for school use — because he had 
refused to withdraw the assignment when 
ordered by his superintendent to do so. 

The Minnesota ACLU supported Wyman, 
declaring that "'1984* is important to the 
political education of all Americans, because 
it illustrates what happens in a totalitarian 
society. . . . All teachers have a stake in 
Wyman's discretion to make assignments to 
his students." 

Eventually, the school board, following a 
meeting with representatives of the Minnesota 
Educational Association, rescinded its dis- 
charge proceedings against Wyman.

California loyalty oath statutes are the 
target of a two^pronged attack by the South- 
ern California ACLU. It is contesting the oath 
as a prerequisite both "foe using public school 
premises and for obtaining a notary public's 
commission. 

Last January the state Supreme Court, in 
a 4-to-3 decision in the ACLU's school 
premises case, held that an oath disavowing 
violent overthrow of the government was un- 
constitutional as a prior restraint on free 
speech and assembly. By denying review last 
fall, the U.S. Supreme Court left standing 
that decision. 

But even before the U.S. Supreme Court's 
action, the Los Angeles Board of Education 
adopted a new rule requiring the disavowal 
of any intent to commit "any act whiph is . 
prohibited by . law," as a condition for the use 
of school premises. This would include acts 
barred by the old anti-anarchist criminal 
syndicalism statute. 
. This interim rule was approved "by the 
school board despite the failure of an identical 
state-wide measure to gain even committee 
approval in the California state legislature. , 
Local ACLU Executive Director Eason Mon- 
roe terms the interim oath "even more com- 
prehensive, odious, and unconstitutional" than 
its voided predecessor. He urged the Board 
of Education to rescind it in compliance with 
the spirit of the Supreme Court decision.

No. Calif. ACLU Hits 
Phone Disconnection 

The operator of a public racing information 
service in San Francisco recendy had his 
phone service discontinued on the ground 
that he used his telephone to aid and abet an 
illegal purpose. Concerned about the viola- 
tion of due process in such action, the North- 
ern California ACLU is assisting in his chal- 
lenge of Tihe order. . 

Last October 13, three police officers and 
three telephone company workmen descended 
on Edgar J. Sokol's office and took out his 
phone. Sokol had received no warning or 
notice, nor had any arrests or interrogations 
taken place. The police explained: "Your 
phone number was found in the office of a 
bookie." 

Investigation by the local ACLU revealed 
that the State Public Utilities Commission 
has ruled that a utility must discontinue 
service whenever there is reasonable cause 
to believe that the service is being used for 
an ille gaL^uxpose J( _A^notation-to-t-his-efIec-t - 
from any law enforcement officer is deemed 
Sufficient "reasonable cause," and the utility 
is not liable in any court for the act of dis- 
connecting service. 

The Northern California ACLU is in- 
terested in the seeming deprivation of due 
process, whereby any person may have his

plicants for commissions as notaries public 
file a non-advocacy oath. A. L. Wirin, Counsel 
to the Southern California ACLU, refused 
to do so on grounds of conscience and re- 
ligious belief. He was denied a commission, 
and in his appeal he charged that the state,, 
had failed to show how it might be threatened 
through the functions of a notary public, 
and therefore had no interest that would 
compel disclosure. The U.S. Supreme Court 
has refused to rule on the case.

N. Y. Campuses Lift 
Ban on Free Speech 

In late December the ACLU and its New 
York affiliate scored a victory when the Ad- 
ministrative Council of the City University 
reversed its ban on speeches by known 
Communists on city college campuses. 

On January 3, the NYCLU scored again 
in a related matter when a New York State 
judge ruled that Hunter College must rent 
;s~ facilities— for -public meetings— to^alL^or*-. 
ganizations on a non-discriminatory basis. 
With the backing of the New York ACLU, 
the conservative weekly National Review had 
brought suit to compel the college to continue 
to lease its auditorium for a series of forums 
sponsored by the magazine. 

Although he dismissed the suit on technical 
grounds, Supreme Court Justice Arthur 
Markewich made clear that he regarded the 
college's action as improper.

The recent refusal of Portland's City Coun- 
cil to grant a fund-raising permit to Freedom 
Center, Inc., a militant ultra-right-wing group, 
to solicit $88,000 for a "fight against the Com- 
munist conspiracy" brought a protest from 
the ACLU of Oregon. Chairman Charles 
Davis criticized the city's Solicitation Ordi- 
nance under which the permit was denied. 

The ACLU affiliate feels that the ordinance, 
by allowing the City Council to deny a permit 
for fund solicitation if it holds it to be 
"detrimental to the general welfare," gives 
the Council unlimited discretion; and that to 
apply the ordinance to the Freedom Center, 
which is not a charity but a political organi- 
zation, raises the question of prior restraint on 
freedom of expression and association.

The development of modern 
surveillance devices has rendered 
obsolete the court's "trespass 
theory," the ACLU said in a 
friend of the court brief support- 
ing an appeal of Fresno attorney 
Vincent D. Todisco. 

ACLU Attys. A. L. Wirin and 
Fred Okrand cited such electron- 
ic eavesdropping devices as the 
"shotgun microphone," which can 
be aimed at locations several 
hundred yards away, as evidence 
that the "power of surveillance 
is outstripping the walls of per- 
sonal privacy." 

Conversation Recorded 

Todisco is appealing a convic- 
tion for attempted bribery. The 
evidence against him was secur- 
ed by an agent of the Internal 
Revenue service who secretly re- 
corded conversations with Todis- 
co in his private law office. 

The federal agent gained access 
to the lawyer's office on the pre- 
tense of discussing a settlement 
' of a tax claim pending against 
the attorney's client, the petition 
charged.

Classic Dissent 

The petition asked the high 
court, to adopt the principles 
urged by Justice Brandeis in his 
1921 dissent in Olmstead v. 
United States, a decision involv- 
ing telephone wiretapping. 

Justice Brandeis then envision- 
ed that methods may "some day 
be developed" by which the gov- 
ernment, without removing pa- 
pers from secret drawers, can 
reproduce them in court, and will 
expose to a jury the most inti- 
mate occurrences of the home. 

"It is not the breaking of doors 
and the rummaging of drawers 
' that constitutes the essence of 
the offense; but it is the invasion 
of his indefensible right of per- 
sonal security, personal liberty 
and private property," Justice 
Brandeis held. 

In view of the continued de- 
velopment of ultra-sensitive elec- 
tronic devices, the trespass con- 
cept as the sin qua non for judg- 
ing Fourth Amendment rights is 
inadequate, the ACLU brief said.

College Head Takes 
Firm Freedom Stand 



Faculty members at Portland 
State College may speak and 
act freely as private citizens and 
have no obligation to the Col- 
lege for their opinions and ac- 
tions, Branford P. Millar, Col- 
lege president, said last month 
in repudiating the "noisy and 
virulent clatter of extreme 
rightist groups." 

Describing what may well be 
a paradise of academic freedom, 
Millar assured the faculty that 
their "right of free speech is 
one that the -College takes for 
granted.'' 

Millar answered recent at- 
tacks on faculty members by 
extremist groups who "pin the 
labels of Communist and traitor 
on those who do not subscribe 
to their sometimes hysterical 
dogmas.*' 

♦ Articulate Spokesmen 

The company of those who 
have bqen,so indicted, includes 
many honorable men, and it 
would be surprising if an aca- 
demic community did not come 
under this attack, since its mem- 
bers are likely to think indepen- 
dently and speak articulately, 
Millar said. 

Each faculty member has the 



right to speak his thoughts^ and 
opinions, and to communicate 
his general and specialized 
knowledge as freely as he wishes 
outside the College, so long as 
does not appear to speak offi- 
cially for the College, the edu- 
cator stated. 

The only requirement imposed 
upon the faculty is "the devo- 
tion of fitting attention" to their 
academic tasks and obligations. 
Traditional Objectivity 

As a private citizen, Millar 
said, a faculty member may 
make important contributions to 
the life of the community by 
virtue of his knowledge and ex- 
perience. 

"In doing so, he reflects credit 
upon the College, and the Col- 
lege places a value \ipan such 
activities." 

Millar said the College has no 
intention of imposing any "tests 
of conformity or popular appro- 
val." The administration as- 
sumes that the faculty will con- 
tinue to speak freely as private 
citizens, he said, and will con- 
tinue to reject any criticism 
from outside the College which 
attempts to interfere with this 
right.

A warning that ;loud and in- 
sistent criticism of California 
school textbooks may lead to the 
"disaster of censorship," was is- 
sued on Jan. 12 by Mrs. LaRee 
Caughey, Southern California 
ACLU board member, at a pub- 
lic hearing on textbook selection 
before the State Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Mrs. Caughey, appearing as 
chairman of the education com- 
mittee of the ACLU Women's 
Division, urged the Board to 
adopt two simple precautions to 
prevent censorship: to weigh 
every suggestion by its intrinsic 
merits, and to evaluate every 
testbook on its over-all quality, 
not by a few superficial features.

others. Perversion became men-- 
tionable in "Lolita." Four-letter 
words triumphed in the faded 
daring of "Lady Chatterley's 
Lover." 

Postmaster Loses 
Some of those books had their 
difficulties with local police here 
and there, and clean literature 
societies waved a finger, but on 
the whole there were surprising- 
ly few objections. The one big 
legal assault was launched by 
Arthur Summerfield, then Post- 
master General, on ''Lady Chat- 
terley," and it ended in ignom- 
inious defeat for the censor. 
Federal District Judge Frederick 
vanPelt Bryan, ruling Mr. Sum- 
merfield out. of bounds, said; 

"The broadening of freedom of 
expression and of the frankness 
with which sex and sex i*elations 
are dealt with at the present 
time require no discussion. In one 
best-selling novel after another 
frank descriptions of the sex act 
and 'four-letter' words appear 
with frequency. Much of what is 
now accepted would have 
shocked the community to the 
core a generation ago. I hold 
that, at this stage in our society, 
this major English novel does not 
exceed the outer limits of the 
tolerance which the community 
as a whole gives to writing about 
sex." 

When "Tropic of Cancer" came 
along, the Federal Government — 
now under new management—, 
gave, its legal, blessing- The .Cus,.. 
toms Service, which had tried to 
keep the book out of the country 
since its publication in Paris in 
the early Thirties, gave up the 
watch at the border. The Post 
Office started but then quickly 
dropped an action against the 
Grove Press edition. Both agen- 
cies acted on the advice of the 
Justice Department, which said 
the book was not legally obscene. 
Critical Approval 

Moreover j "Tropic of Cancer" 
had"' the requisite credentials 
from the literary world. Grove 
Press had gathered, tributes to 
Heriry/" Miller and his work from 
such- tm^ences^as T. g. "Eliot/ 
Reviewers here found much that 
was unpleasant in "Tropic," but 
they almost all treated it as a 
serious work of literature. Why, 
then, has the book run into such 
a censors' onslaught — in the face 
of the general trend to literary 
permissiveness, the Federal Gov- 
ernment's lack of objection to 
publication and the respectful 
critical reception? 

The answer would seem to be 



that "Tropic of Cancer" simply 
went further in vulgarity of sub- 
ject matter and candor of treat- 
ment than many Americans are 
now prepared to accept. Its scab- 
rous descriptions of deadbeat life 
and uninhibited sexual accounts 
went beyond what Judge Bryan 
called the "outer limits of toler- 
ance" in many communities. 

"Tropic" is now the subject of 
more than forty criminal cases 
around the country — prosecutions 
of booksellers and wholesalers: 
In addition, there are a half- 
dozen civil actions directly 
against the book, seeking to sup- 
press it, seize copies and even 
burn them. Once one case has 
been brought in a community, 
the effect is to scare any dealer 
there from handling the book un- 
less and until some higher court 
says it is all right. No high ap- 
pellate court has spoken on 
"Tropic" yet. 

The U.S. Supreme Court held

The fealing is that a work which 
eminent critics find literally sig- 
nificant and meritorious cannot 
be "without redeeming social im- 
portance."

DOUGLAS SCORNS DRIFT 
FROM BASIC FREEDOMS 




The diminishing stature of the 
Bill of Rights at local and state 
levels was deplored last week 
by Supreme Court Justice Wil- 
liam O. Douglas in a Beverly 
Hills address before the Modern 
Forum. 

Douglas recognized the import- 
ance of state rights but, he 
said, "there are no surer guides 
to civilized conduct than the 
guarantees of the Bill of Rights." 

Constitutional freedoms were 
"forged on the anvil of Ameri- 
can and European experience 
and we need more of them as we 
move farther into a regimented 
society," he stated. 



"Any court that sees to it 
that an accused is tried in ac- 
cordance with the procedural re- 
quirements of our free society — 
whether he be Communist, mur- 
derer or other hated or suspect 
minority — deserves praise, not 
criticism. To bow to the mob or 
the editors would be un-Ameri- 
can." 

Douglas said the drift away 
from constitutional government 
"often gives freedom to passions, 
license to the police and preemi- 
inence to trials before investigat- 
ing committees rather than' 
trials before courts."

ACLU Attorney's Handling 
Loses Discrimination Suit 



SANTA ANA (OCNS) - Al- 
though the State Supreme Court 
has ruled against a Tustin cou- 
ple who fM a home buying dis 
(^Mp^M, suit against a Santa 
$m fpnfeate broker, the high 
er cafcrt oas affirmed, in other 
tttseSjAhat a 1959 state law (Un 
ruh Act) does apply to real es 
tate/ people and tract owners 
certain circumstances. 

The higher court this week in- 
formed law partners Ramon J. 
Poitevin and William W, Dennin 
it had ruled against the appeal 
filed on behalf of Mr. and Mrs 
Alex Vargas, 12571 Charloma 
Drive, Tustin, in their suit 
against real estate man C. F. 
Hampson. 

Dennin, who handled the ap- 
peal defense for Hampson, in- 
formed OCNS the court had re- 
jected the appeal on technical 
grounds because it failed to prop- 
erly state a cause of action. 

Orange County Superior Judge 
John Shea had' also so ruled in 
sustaimng a demurrer filed by 
the dlendant. He gave the cou- 
ple's Attorney, A. L. Wirin, 
Amefcan Civil Liberties Union, 
an opportunity to amend the 



case. Wirin refused to do so and 
instead voted to go straight to 
the State Supreme Court. 

The couple had charged Hamp- 
son refused to sell them a home 
in the Tustin Squires tract in 
Tustin because of their Mexican 
ancestry. It was allegedi they 
completed a purchase andlsales 
agreement by posting a $lflb de- 
posit with the defendant. 

The higher court determined 
that if a broker acts in good 
faith in trying to serve a mem- 
ber of a racial minority group, 
he is not liable if the deal falls 
through because of the owner's 
refusal to sell.

Segregated Trial Hit 
In "Frontier" Action 

In a plea involving a "frontier question" 
of law, the ACLU last month urged a federal 
appeals court to rule that a Negro was denied 
a fair and public trial because it was con- 
ducted in a racially segregated courthouse. 

"Segregation within the halls of justice 
mocks the judicial process and the entire trend 
of current Supreme Court opinion" the 
Union asserted in an amicus curiae brief filed 
on behalf of Willie Seals, Jr. 

Seals, a Mobile County, Alabama, Negro, 
was convicted in 1958 by an all-white jury 
of raping a white woman and was sentenced 
to die. In its brief submitted to the U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals for the Fifth Circuit, 
in New Orleans, the ACLU argued that the 
very fact that courtroom spectators were 
seated separately according to race, that sepa- 
rate washroom facilities were maintained for 
whites and Negroes, and that all courtroom 
attendants were white, combined to serve as 
a "continuing testimonial by the state that 
the two races were unequal. . . . The result 
necessarily is to impart [to jurors] a feeling 
of unreliability and untrustworthiness to- 
wards Negroes generally, and towards the 
defendant and his witnesses particularly/ 



ACLU Urges Senate Unit to Kill ' 
Post Office Censorship Measure 

The American Civil Liberties Union called on the Senate. Post Office and CivF 
Service Committee last month to reject an amendment to the House-approved post/ 
rate revision bill which would bar the distribution of Communist propaganda. j 

The Union charged that the amendment 
"flies squarely in the face of the individual's 
right "to read, guaranteed by the First Amend- 
ment." 

The amendment to the House bill, ap- 
proved on January 24, would prohibit the

Passport Due Process 
Forward Move Hailed 

The State Department was praised on 
January 19 for making a "major civil liberties 
advance" by announcing that suspected or 
known Communists who apply for passports 
shall be allowed to confront and cross-examine 
their accusers. 

At the same time, the ACLU reiterated its 
belief that the right to travel is guaranteed 
by the Constitution and served notice that it 
is prepared to support an appropriate legal 
test of the Subversive Activities Control Act 
provisions barring passports to Communist 
Party members. 

"The acceptance of the cardinal principle 
that an accused has the right to confront and 
cross-examine his accusers is a profound step 
forward," Executive Director Patrick Murphy 
Malin told Secretary of State Dean Rusk in a 
letter. 'The absence of this vital protection, 
not only from the Department's earlier pass- 
port regulations but from all of the govern- 
ment's loyalty-security programs over the past 
15 years, deprived many Americans of their 
constitutional rights. ... 

"Ever since 1947, when the first federal 
employee loyalty-security program was insti- 
tuted ... the failure to provide direct con- 
frontation and cross-examination has encour- 
aged the use of faceless informers, hearsay 
evidence, rumor, and vague and irrational 
accusations against the person involved. . . . 

"The new State Department regulations 
announce that our government finally recog- 
that constitutional standards must be 
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rigidly adhered to at all times and in all 
places. We will recommend to other agencies 
of the government that in administering their 
loyalty-security programs, the concept of fair 
treatment recognized in the Department's 
lations be adopted by them." 



Post Office from handling material 
abroad which the Attorney General 
mines is Communist political propag 
The same prohibition would be placed 
domestic mail found by the Attorney Gent 
"to be Communist political propagand 
financed or sponsored directly or indirecdy by 
any Communist controlled government." 

The amendment would reinstitute the Post 
Office's program of censorship of foreign 
political matter which President Kennedy 
ended last March on grounds that it served 
no useful intelligence purpose and also was 
an obstacle to international cultural ex- 
changes. The 21-year-long program, under 
which the Post Office acted, had no statutory 
authority and was carried out under what the 
ACLU holds was a "dubious interpretation" 
of the' 1938 Foreign Agents Registration Act. 

In urging the Senate committee to eliminate 
the amendment, Executive Director Patrick 
Murphy Malin said, "The right of a person 
to form his own judgment is the basis of a 
free and democratic society, and underscores 
the reason why protection of free speech and 
free press were clearly specified in the First 
Amendment. . . ." 

"The danger of this amendment," the 
Union continued, "is even greater because it f 
would cover domestic mail containing Com- 
munist propaganda. The broad language goes 
even further than the Internal Security Act's 
provision that all Communist propaganda be 
so labelled, or the Post Office's pre-1961 prac- 
tice which required foreign Communist poli- 
tical matter to be identified as foreign political 
propaganda. Although the ACLU believes the 
requirement that political matter be labelled 
offends the First Amendment, theoretically 
such mail could have been circulated. This 
measure would prevent even that possibility." 

ACLU members wishing to communicate 
their views on this amendment (to H.R. 7927)^ 
to their Senators might consider using West- 
ern Union's new "personal opinion message" 
service under which a 15-word telegrahfi may 
be sent to the President, the Vice-President, a 
Senator, or Representative, in Washington, 
for 75$, plus 8$ tax. 
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THE INDIVISIBILITY OFCIVIL LIBERTIES 

by John de J. Pemberton, Jr. 

Excerpts from the first public speech by the Union* s new Executive Director, 
delivered at the NYCLU annual luncheon in the Hotel Astor on February 22nd. 



We in the American Civil Liberties Union 
treat as accepted dogma the proposition that: 
"What is done unto anyone, may be done unto 
everyone." It is taken for granted among us 
that the protections of the First Amendment 
and of the due process and equal protection 
clauses enjoy a special and higher status than 
other constitutional guarantees. And we 
assume that the struggle for individual free- 
dom is never-ending, not only that deficiencies 
in the application of constitutional standards 
must constantly be attacked and corrected, 
but also that the standards themselves must 
be able to yield new definitions and provide 
new boundaries when tested by new situa- 
tions and new challenges. 

"may be important for us to inquire~into~ 
why we accept these dogmas. What values are 
promoted by adherence to them? If we do 
share some measure of agreement on what 
those values are, and where they stand in our 
scheme of values, may it not make a difference 
in our application of these premises? More 
importantly, may not our definition of these 
values make a difference in the loyalty which 
we accord our premises, and in the energy 
with which we defend and promote them? 

A remark I recently heard made by a 
highly perceptive Catholic priest has stimu- 
lated my concern on the latter score. This 
priest was commenting on the attraction 
which the organizations and causes of the 
so-called extreme right have had for what he 
referred to as "conservative Catholics" and 
"fundamentalist Protestants." He observed 
that both conservative Catholics and funda- 
mentalist Protestants have reason in their ex- 
perience and faith to respect the consequences 
of belief — of ideology — upon the actions of 
men. To them the disciples of the extreme 
left may — not inaccurately — be pictured as 
followers of a zealously held ideology. Such 
^followers Have already accomplished muchr 
that may be attributed to their ideological 
devotion, and it is not unreasonable to fear 
their potential for further accomplishment. In 
between them and the right, there is the great 
mass that the rightists consider "fuzzy-minded 
liberals" who, because they do not believe 
anything very strongly, may not be counted 
upon for much in the defense against the 
challenge of the left. They feel compelled, 
therefore, to find a banner of ideology to 
which the hearts and minds of men may be- 
come attached, and many of these conserva- 
tive and fundamentalist religionists, he sug- 
gests, have found such a banner in the 
political movements of the extreme right 



"Laying aside for the present the semantic 
disputes which the label "liberal" may invoke, 
let us admit that we are among those intended 
to be described by the reference to the "fuzzy- 
minded" persons in the middle. We have no 
ideology except our common concern for free- 



dom of expression, fair procedure and equal 
protection. We agree on no single foreign 
^pjolicy^prescription for success in the cold war. 
Nexther-abolition of the income tax and social 
security, nor any pat formula for the future 
use of them is a touchstone of our common 
belief. What is worse, our very insistence on 
protecting the right of dissent on all issues 
leaves us appearing passively tolerant of every 
position and spinelessly unconcerned with the 
promotion of any. 

Do we dare ask ourselves: how well does 
the shoe fit? The question asks not merely: 
Do we believe in anything? Quite obviously 
we do. 

But the question asks more. It asks: Do 
"bW^beliefsnSibtivate usTto^thaf kind of un- 
limited commitment which can rally a whole 
nation to the supreme effort and sacrifice 
necessary to meet a life-and-death challenge? 
. . . Logic, respectable tradition and consti- 
tutionalism have by themselves neither in- 
stigated nor turned the tide of great revolu- 
tionary movements. It is faith, not logic, that 
moves mountains. On what is our faith based? 

For each of us that must be a highly 
individual question. We state our separate 
articles of faith in terms of dozens of different 
sectarian creeds and some — perhaps many — of 
us in terms belonging to no sect at all. In 
each of us, however, I venture to suggest, 
there is a strong element of the religious man 
—that is, there is "an acceptance of and 
devotion to . . . (certain) convictions and 
feelings ... . as a standard for . ... life." And 
the values expressed or implicit in our separate 
convictions or creeds, it seems to me, find 
their highest social and political expression in 
the civil liberties we espouse. 

Let me elaborate this in one of its several 
aspects . . . from a nonsectarian point of view. 
We are conscious, in our habits of life as 
"individuals, of "the significance of^urp6s~e~ 
and direction in our activities. In the pursuit 
of purposeful activity we find our highest 
satisfactions, and in being suppressed in such 
pursuit we feel our deepest frustrations. We 
are conscious of our own capacities to inject 
direction into our lives and of the high value 
we attach to our freedom to do so. Moreover, 
we are conscious that we share this, capacity 
with our fellow men. Both the capacity and 
the feelings we attach to its exercise set men 
apart from each other in the extent of their 
exercise of it and from other forms of life 
in the mere having of it. . . . 
Of course, the purposes which creative, pur- 
_posefuLinen-4na^^urs^ierand-the-mean5~they" 
elect to achieve them, will differ and may 
conflict. If we value the freedom to pursue 
purposeful activity, then we must fashion a 
social order that suppresses the least amount 
of such pursuit consistent with the protection 
of all men from unnecessary suppression. In 



sup^^order, the pursuit of some purposes — 
such as the making of speed records on public 
highways or the commission of most kinds 
of intentional homicides — may be expected 
to be suppressed. But the mere articulation 
and advocacy of particular purposes or means 
need not be. In such an order the maximum 
freedom of expression and a genuine equality 
of men in treatment by society will be pro- 
vided. Moreover, the determination that a 
suppressible activity has occurred will be 
made in a manner best suited to accuracy and 
objectivity in the making of the judgment. 
Freedom of expression, equality before the 
law, and fair procedures will be the corner- 
stones of such a social order. 

None of this is designed to downgrade the 
utility of the principles of freedom. John 
Stuart Mill and others have elaborated upon 
that utility, however, beyond my power to 
add. Their arguments may well bear repeti- 
tion today, in the face of the constant sug- 
gestion that iri^ times- of -crisis our - freedoms 
are a luxury which must be shelved for re-use 
only in a calmer period. . . . 

But what I have chosen to dwell upon 
today is the suggestion that our dogmas of 
freedom deserve our loyalty because they hold 
a prime position in a moral order that can 
command the allegiance of men. They deserve 
our energy and our zeal because they are right, 
not merely because they are socially useful. 
They command our hearts and emotions, not 
merely our minds. 

We dare not forget that men do not rally 
themselves in a sustained life and death 
struggle for only utilitarian social benefits* 
On the other hand, men have done just that 
for freedom. If we have grown overly ac- 
customed to the relative security of applying 
constitutional definitions of liberty, then let 
us remind ourselves that history isolates our 
constitutional experiment with freedom as a 
brief oasis in a desert of tyranny. The noble 
professions of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence had a good pedigree in the world of 
ideas, but such ideas enjoyed little honor in 
practice before 1776 and only constant strug- 

-gle-f or-acceptance-in -practice- ever-sincer— 

It is our practice, not precept* that puts 
the flesh and blood of dynamism on the 
skeleton of moral principle. In each hated 
idea for which we can obtain a forum, in each 
door we can open for those who have been 
the objects of bigotry, in each act of injustice 
for which we can obtain redress, we give 
meaning — for ourselves as much as for others 
— to our precepts. So clothed with meaning, 
the precepts of the American Revolution will 
be found adequate to serve the need for a 
revolutionary ideology in a world torn by 
revolutionary impulses. 

Let us put our faith, then, in the moral 
~righffiess~of the principles of freedom. Let 
us live by that faith. . . . And by demonstrat- 
ing that our beliefs do make themselves felt 
in our actions, let us provide an inspiring, and 
yet morally sound, banner for those who are 
leaning to one extreme only out of fear of the 
zealots of the other.

UNION'S EUROPEAN FLIGHTS 

As this issue goes to press, the New Yor^ State 
members' charter flight to Paris and Rome (July 17- 
August 28) is full — and there is a long waiting list. 
The overflow will be accommodated under the new 
Group Fare arrangement, New York-London and re- 
turn, on a regularly scheduled jet flight, for $300 
roundtrip. Children under twelve on this Group Fare 
flight will be charged $150, infants under two $30. 
GrOup Fares dates are still tentative but will be ap- 
proximately, the- same as-for - theXharter-Flight. 

The Pennsylvania members* flight will be handled 
entirely on a Group Fare basis and will depart from 
Philadelphia on July 17 for . London and will return 
from London on August 15. Fare is $320 roundtrip, 
$160 for children under twelve, $32 for infants un- 
der two. 

Plenty of space remains on both New York, and 
Pennsylvania Group Fare flights. However, interested 
members in these two states are urged to use the cou- 
pon below — today. The $100 deposit is refundable up 
to May 1 (less $5 service charge), at which time the 
balance is due.

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State Department 9 s^B^ on 
Tshombe Speech Criticized 

The ACLU asked the State Department on 
February 21 to reverse its decision not to 
allow Katanga President Moise Tshombe to 
speak in the United States. 

The Union said the government's action 
"leaves little doubt that his visit was barred 
only because it was not in the Administration's 
interest to have Mr. Tshombe publicly express 
his point of view on the Congo situation — a 
point of view which differs considerably from 
the Administration's policy. 

"This is a classic kind of government in- 
terference not only with the right of a foreign 
visitor to express his opinion, but with the. 
right of the American people to form their 
own political judgment on a remarkably com- 
plicated situation on the basis of as much 
information, from all points of view, that can 
be made available. What the government has 
done [is to] sacrifice the right of the people 
to hear — the indispensable correlative right to 
freedom of speech — in order to save its policy 
from criticism." 

Louisiono and Nat'l ACLU 
Hit Closing of Southern U. 

On January 19 the ACLU and its Louisiana 
affiliate protested the closing of Baton Rouge's 
Southern University, the nation's largest 
Negro institution, terming the interruption 
of the education of the University's 4,300 
students a mass violation of civil liberties. 
The Union called for its immediate reopen- 
ing and the readmission of all students ; it 
declared that student demonstrators against 
segregation "merit no disciplining by Uni- 
versity authorities." 

Southern University reopened on January 
29, suspending eight students and refusing to 
readmit forty more to its spring term. Presi- 
dent Felton G. Clark indicated that he wanted 
to weed out "troublemakers" who, he said, 
had made "normal operations impossible." 
Two thousand Southern. University students 
had demonstrated in downtown Baton Rouge 
against lunch counter segregation and job 
discrimination in local stores.

TeXdS; The Texas Observer reports that 5,000 Texas firms now require their employees to 
take periodic lie-detector tests; the state AFL-CIO is protesting the growing practice. 

I Oregon; The Oregon item in this space last month should have indicated that Governor 
£S Hatfield's action in vetoing a bill which would have modernized the state's definition of crim- 
inal insanity took place several months ago. Also, he declared his sympathy for the measure's 
aims, but termed it premature and lacking in adequate safeguards, explaining that "there 
are not sufficient institutional facilities and trained personnel to implement what could become 
wides weeping changes in our concepts of criminality." 

Mississippi; By a vote of 79-15 the Mississippi House of Representatives last month 
formally called on the state's citizens to boycott Memphis, in neighboring Tennessee, because 
ten department and drug stores there had desegregated their lunch counters. 

Nebraska: Nebraska has a new law outlawing the Communist Party which also declares 
that anyone who joins the party or similar "subversive" organization is guilty of sedition. 

York: In a speech at N.YTU. Law School last month, Chief Justice Warren warned 
the nation not to let itself become a "garrison state" in which civil liberties might be lost.

So^alifornia ACLU 
Denounces Bombings 

California's Attorney General Stanley Mosk 
was urged by the Southern California ACLU 
last month to do all in his power to apprehend 
the terrorists who bombed the homes of two 
San Fernando Valley ministers. 

The bombings occurred on February 1, 
while the Rev, John Simmons, a newly-elected 
member of the Southern California ACLU 
Board, and the Rev. Walter Brooks partici- 
pated in a forum on "The Extreme Right- 
Threat to Democracy?" 

"Extremism carried to this lawless, lethal 
extreme threatens the whole process of demo- 
cratic discussion in the community," local 
ACLU Executive Director Eason Monroe 
wired the Attorney General. "Even the most 
courageous spokesmen will decline to appear 
on public platforms if they know their homes 
will be bombed." _ _ - : 

"The ACLU believes," Monroe continued, 
"that the First Amendment protects fully the 
rights of extremist groups of all kinds to 
organize for the purpose of effective expres- 
sion of their views. We also recognize that 
there is no constitutional protection of overt 
acts of violence like these bombings." He 
noted that on four recent occasions, bombing 
violences have occurred, but that "to date no 
guilty person has been brought to justice." 

Governor Brown called the blasts an "act 
of political barbarism."

Can It Be Done? 



A FEDERAL COURT JUDGE in New York has 
ruled that He m a nF. Marks, F idel Castro's former exe- 
cutioner, known in CuEfas - The Butcher," has lost his 
American citizenship because he served in the armed 
forces of a foreign power without permission. This is a 
violation of the immigration act of 1952. 

From all reports, Marks has never been any credit 
to the United States. He has a long police record, 32 
arrests on such charges as auto theft, robbery and as- 
sault, stretching from Bangor, Me., to Long Beach, 
Calif. In 1951, he was convicted of rape and served three 
and a half years in prison. No case can be made for 
Marks as a desirable citizen; the fact is he is highly 
undesirable. 

THE MARKS CASE* HOWEVER, presents some in- 
triguing questions in constitutional law and in our opin- 
ion it is good news that the American Civil Liberties 
Union is preparing to carry it up to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals and to the U.S. Supreme Court if necessary. 

Marks is a native-born American and as a matter of 
constitutional law is a citizen by birthright. The Consti- 
tution bestows this on him and nowhere are there con- 
stitutional provisions for depriving him of it. This is now 
being done under the statute, that is, a law passed by 
Congress. Is not this amending the Constitution by stat- 
ute rather than in the manner the Constitution itself 
specifies? 

ADMITTEDLY, THESE ARE FINE and technical 
points, but they are, potentially, of great importance to 
everybody born under the American flag. Marks as a 
person seems hardly worth the effort of getting a defin- 
itive answer through protracted litigation; but it is not 
citizenship rights of Marks alone that are involved 
but the rights of all citizens. * - ~*

Restrictions on the speech of military personnel imposed to "prevent a mistakei 
belief that they are stating government policy" raises no civil liberties issue, the 
Board of Directors of the American Civil Liberties Union declared on March 4.

The Union's views were disclosed by Board 
Chairman Ernest Angell, who released the 
text of a policy statement adopted by the 
national Board and submitted to the Special 
Preparedness Subcommittee of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee in Washington. 
The Subcommittee is holding hearings on 
charges of alleged censorship of military 
officials. 

The ACLU study also concluded that Sec- 
retary of Defense McNamara's directive last 
fall limiting the participation of military per- 
sonnel in non-official, public anti-Communist 
"seminars" and "strategy conferences," while 
"loosely worded and . . . open to abuse . . . 
appears to provide as well as possible for most

The McNamara directive,- prepared aftel 
strong opposition was voiced to military per-\ 
sonnel taking part in anti-Communist sem- \ 
inars which often turned into partisan poli- 
tical attacks, restricts the participation of 
Defense Department personnel to discussion^ 
of "subjects within the cognizance of the 
Department of Defense." The views expressed 
by the military figures must also be non- 
partisan and in accord with established na- 
tional policy. Military participation "must not 
lend an air of sponsorship to statements of 
others which may be either partisan in char- 
acter or contrary to established national 
policy." 

Troop indoctrination programs which are 
kept free of partisan comment also raise no 
civil liberties issue, the ACLU said, as such 
programs have "always been recognized as a 
primary responsibility of military command." 

The Union saw no civil liberties violation 
in the admonition given to Major General 
Edward A. Walker for indoctrinating the 
troops of the 24th Division "with extreme 
radical right politics . . . this was found con- 
trary to existing laws and regulations which 
properly bar partisan indoctrination." 

Limitations Required 

Although recognizing that military men 
are entitled to free speech as other govern- 
ment officials are, the ACLU declared that 
certain limitations may be required so as to 
assure that the military's speech is not mis- 
taken for official policy. "It is req uired in ,. 
order that the public at large and foreign 
powers will not mistake their personal utter- 
ances for official government statements or 
reflections of government policy. It is required 
in order to prevent high military officers from 
utilizing their position to undermine superior 
civil policy. It is required in order to insure 
that political utterances made in good faith 
by high officers do not inadvertently disrupt 
diplomatic or policy negotiations.

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Union Asks Reforms 
For Ryukyu Islanders 

The ACL)U on March 8 urged Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. MacNamara to extend civil 
rights and local autonomy in Okinawa, the 
United States' major military base in the 
western Pacific. The Ryukyu Islands, of which 
Okinawa is the largest with a population of 
almost a million Japanese, are governed by a 
U.S. High Commissioner, Gen. Paul W. Cara- 
way, acting under a presidential executive 
order. 

The Union's request was based on a report 
by a commission of the Japanese Civil Lib- 
erties Union which recently visited the 
Ryukyus. The Japanese C.L.U. is not an 
affiliate of the ACLU; but both groups belong 
to i the~International League" "for" the 'Rights of 
Man. 

The letter to the Secretary of Defense cited 
the long concern of the ACLU with civil 
rights under the last of the U.S. Military 
occupations, and it included reference to its 
previous recommendations submitted in 1959 
after a visit by Roger Baldwin, the Union's 
Adviser on International Affairs, on invita- 
tion by the High Commissioner. 

President ~Kennecfy~4ct$~ 

On March 19 President Kennedy an- 
nounced actions that would give the Ryukyu 
Islanders a larger voice in their government 
and would provide for a "continuous review 
of such controls as may be thought to limit 
unnecessarily the private freedoms of the 
Islands' inhabitants with a view to eliminating 
all controls which are not essential to the 
maintenance of the security of the United 
States military installations in the Ryukyus or 
of the Islands themselves." 



nion Fights DeporfiftfyAf U.S. Resident 
Formerly in the Socialist Workers Party 



The ACLU asked on March 12 for reversal 
of an "unwise and unconstitutional" deporta- 
tion order against a former member of the 
Socialist Workers Party. 

To send 53-year-old George Scythes back 
to his native Canada after 28 years' residence, 
the Union asserted, would violate the due 
process clause of the Fifth Amendment, judi- 
cial rulings that aliens may not be punished 
for organizational objectives of which they 
are unaware, and the free speech and asso- 
ciation provisions of the First Amendment. 

Scythes, the ACLU declared in an amicus 
brief filed with the U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the Seventh Circuit in Chicago, "has been 
ordered driven from the United States for a 
reason three times removed from the consti- 
tutional purposes of deportation. 

"First, the Socialist Workers Party never 
took illegal action against our nation; second, 
the Socialist Workers Party never taught con- 
crete action against our nation; and third, even 
if the Socialist Workers Party abstractly advo- 
cated illegal action, petitioner did not know 
about it. . . . 

"All that [Scythes] believed was that the 
First Amendment meant what it said and that 
our free institutions were what was said of 
them. The Immigration and Naturalization 
Service has destroyed both of those beliefs. 
This court must make them whole again." 

The Union reminded the court that it has 
consistently opposed as unconstitutional the 
deportation of aliens, including Communists, 
because of their political beliefs and associa- 
tions. Noting that the courts have upheld 
legislation providing for expulsion of alien 
Communists, the brief commented: 

ACLU Asks Supreme Court 
To Review Va. Sit-in Case 

On March 19 the Union asked the U.S. 
Supreme Court to accept for review the appeal 
of ten Virginia__Negroes convicted for tres- 
passing when they sought lunch counter 
service at a Lynchburg pharmacy. 

The defendants were denied equal protec- 
tion of the laws, in violation of the 14th 
Amendment, said the ACLU, because Vir- 
ginia encouraged and enforced racial dis- 
crimination by its trespassing law and by 
arresting and convicting the Negroes. The 
petition added that the defendants were forced 
to stand trial in a se gregated courtroom be- 
fore an unconstitutionally chosen jury and a 
biased judge. 

The Union asserted that review "should 
be granted in this case because its facts 
present what may well be the most important 
domestic public issue confronting our nation 
— the demand by the Negro population for 
first-class citizenship. The continued rejection 
of this demand by the officials of the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia raises commanding 
issues of constitutional law which should be, 
but have not yet been, settled by this Court.' 



"We think those cases were wrongly de- 
cided, but we take the law as we find it, and 
urge in this brief that the power of expulsion 
should not be extended beyond its present 
confines." 

Scythes, a resident of Milwaukee, was 
ordered deported after findings that from 
1939 until 1955 he had belonged to an or- 
ganization that advocates the overthrow of 
the government by force or violence or other 
unconstitutional means. 

The ACLU's brief, prepared by Assistant 
Legal Director Mel v in L. Wulf, observed that 
the Socialist Workers Party is small, with a 
peak membership of 3,000 and present mem- 
bership of about 600, is a wholly internal 
group, and is an "arch enemy" of the Soviet 
Union. Federal internal security laws, the 
brief said, are aimed, as stated by the Con- 
gress, at the Communist Party because of its 
specific relationship to the Soviet Union, and 
not at splinter left-wing parties. 

"This tiny and ineffective fraction of the 
left is neither outlawed nor under attack by 
the government," added the Union. 

Censoring of Military 

(Continued from page 1, column 3) 
"For all these reasons we see no civil 
liberties issue presented in the monitoring of 
speeches, press releases, magazine articles, or 
books of high officials (military and non- 
military) while they remain in active service." 

"If a government official — military or 
civilian," the Union continued, "disagrees 
with his superiors on important policy mat- 
ters ... he may . . . keep silent. He may (as 
he now normally does) privately express his 
disagreement within his organization. He 
may resign and express his disagreement 
publicly. Or he may publicly express his dis- 
agreement without resigning. 

"In the last case, the consequences may pos- 
sibly be reprimand or dismissal; if so, this 

will not raise any issues of Jree speech. The 

problem is not substantially different from a 
subordinate publicly disagreeing with his 
superior in business life or in a membership 
organization." 

But Soldiers Have Rights, Too 

However, outside of these limitations, the 
ACLU said, the right of military men to free 
expression when off duty and out of uniform 
^houkLin_ generaLhe^guara nteed_as- is_that_o£__ 
the private citizen. The Union cautioned that 
the principles it espouses concerning the 
speech of military figures should not be used 
to support "suppressions in cases in which 
they do not apply." 

For example, the situation of the enlisted 
man and the junior officer "differs drastically 
in at least one respect from that of the higher 
officer — they cannot ' resign. Nor are they of 
course able to exert the kind of influence in 
diplomacy and civil policy which justifies the 
monitoring p£ high officers' speeches." 






Damage Suit Is 

In H.U.A.C. Riot Case 

A $540,000 damage suit charging invasion 
of privacy and illegal circulation of police 
"mug shots" has been filed by three University 
of California students who were involved in 
the May 1960 demonstration against the 
House Un-American Activities Committee in 
San Francisco. 

The suit, which is supported by the South- 
ern California ACLU, charges that the circu- 
lation of the photos is an outright violation 
of a state law prohibiting the use of police 
inform ation by private persons and for the 
purpose of "maliciously harassing, degrading, 
or humiliating any person." 

The three students — Irving W. Hall, 
George F. Murray, and Robert S. Meisenbach 
— were among 63 persons arrested and later 
cleared of all charges following the City Hall 
"riot" which occurred during the HUAC 
hearings. 

A montage of all 63 people showing both 
front views and profiles has been widely dis- 
tributed at public meetings in California. The 
"mug shots" are included along with excerpts 
from a report entitled "Communist Target: 
Youth" by FBI director J. Edgar Hoover 
printed in a leaflet passed out ' at such 
meetings. 



MAPP CASE 

The U.S. Supreme Court's decision 
last year in the Mapp case (that illegally- 
seized evidence may not be introduced 
in state criminal trials) will be the sub- 
ject of a three-hour seminar at the 
annual meeting of the Ohio State Bar 
Association in Toledo on May 12. The 
Ohio ACLU was largely responsible for 
the victory in the Mapp case.

Chicago Police Chief 
Acts on ACLU Ideas 

Increased observance of citizens' rights by 
Chicago's police may result from the adoption 
by the city's new Police Superintendent of 
some recommendations made by the Illinois 
ACLU. 

In a recent letter to the Illinois Division, 
Superintendent Orlando W. Wilson welcomed 
the Union's interest and said that some of its 
suggestions would be put into effect by the 
Chicago Police Department. 

Among these accepted recommendations 
are that the booking process may be com- 
pleted without the presence of the arresting 
officer and that reports of the time of booking 
and transportation to court be incorporated 
into arrest records. Wilson noted that a rule 
entitling arrested persons to contact their 
families and attorneys had already been issued. 

Certain of the ACLU's proposals Wilson 
rejected outright. He felt that to require out- 
side observers at police interrogations would 
be "impractical" and raised the question as 
to whether the suggested recording of such 
interrogation might not violate laws against 
electronic eavesdropping. 

With respect to the Union's recommenda- 
tion that arrested persons be warned that they 
are not required to answer questions, Wilson 
noted that Illinois law assumes that citizens 
are aware of their rights and said further that 
a police warning to that effect might cause 
"considerable misunderstanding and misin- 
terpretation." He added that such warnings 
might "discourage innocent persons who are 
merely witnesses" from giving information. 

Reports listing people who have been in 
custody more than eight hours without being 
booked are unfeasible, Wilson said, since the 
department is trying to hold reports to a 
minimum. The establishment of central book- 
ing in the near future will help solve this 
problem, he added. 

The Superintendent expressed a desire for 
future meetings with ACLU representatives 
to discuss suggestions and problems. "We are 
making a continuous and earnest effort," he 
said, "to improve our police practices in the 
interest of good law enforcement and im- 
proved service to the public, including those 
members of the public who fall into the 
category of 'accused'." 



Arizona CLU Helps Pass 
Anti-Miscegenation Law 

In recent months the Arizona Civil Lib- 
erties Union has been playing an active rol< 
in the State Legislature. Among bills it 
members have been urging their legislator}^ 
to support are an anti-miscegenation measur| 
which would eliminate the state's current bai 
on inter-racial marriages, a measure to pro 
hibit racial and religious discrimination ii 
places of public accommodation, and a resolu 
tion expressing "devotion to the ideals of frej 
inquiry and free speech." The anti-miscegens 
tion bill has been passed and signed by thj 
Governor. ( - < 

Among measures the Arizona ACLU ha 
opposed as violating civil liberties are ! 
Sunday closing law and a bill to stop welfaL; 
payments to dependent children should a 
second child be born out of wedlock to the 
same mother. 



VICTORY IN GUAM 

The Secretary of the Navy has abol- 
ished a long standing requirement that 
all travelers to the island of Guam in 
the Pacific must have a special naval 
permit. Even passengers in transit to 
other points could not stop off in Guam 
without a permit. The procedure, which 
arose from restrictions during World 
War II, was protested for years by resi- 
dents of Guam, who also had to have 
permits for traveling. Lawyers brought 
court cases, but in each instance the 
Navy mooted them by granting permits 
before the cases could be heard. The 
ACLU had long protested the require- 
ment.

TeXOST The Burns Detective Agency has apologized to the American Association of 
University Professors for a letter sent from its Houston office to six college presidents in 
Texas offering to spy on "controversial" faculty members. 

Kentucky: The owners of two horse racing publications were arrested in Louisville last 
month on charges of violating laws against inter-state shipment of gambling materials. 

Virginia: The Virginia Supreme Court ruled last month that Prince Edward County was 
not obliged to reopen its public schools, which were closed in 1959 to avoid desegregation. 

California: The N.A.A.C.P. recently assailed the movie industry for what it called 
widespread job discrimination and grossly unfair portrayals of the Negro in modern life. 

Louisiana: The East Baton Rouge School Board has set up a censorship committee to 
screen all books, magazines, and films used by parish (county) public schools. 

Colorado: The U.S. Court of Appeals in Denver last month reversed the conviction 
— of nine officials of the Mine,.*MilLand SmeltetJvV.orkers Union^on chacges_of_ conspiring Jo file, 
false non-Communist affidavits with the National Labor Relations Board from 1949 to 1956. 

N<?W York : The State Commission Against Discrimination has cleared Columbia Uni- 
versity of charges that it was driving Negroes and Puerto Ricans from its neighborhood. 

Washington, D. C.l A total of fifty-two leading defense contractors have signed White 
House "plans for progress" designed to give Negroes equal access to jobs and promotions. 

\MiSSISSippi: The Rev. Robert L. T. Smith has announced his candidacy for Congress; 
he is the first Negro to do so since Reconstruction Days when one John R, Lynch won in 1875. 

Rhode Island: The Rhode Island Supreme Court has reaffirmed the constitutionality of 
the State Commission to Encourage Morality in Youth and upheld its right to compile lists 
of books and publications deemed objectionable for youths under eighteen years of age. 

North Carolina: A group of prominent citizens headed by Norman Thomas, President 
Robert F. Goheen of Princeton, Grenville Clark, and Reinhold Niebuhr are seeking a Presi- 
dential pardon for Junius Scales, a former official of the Communist Party in North Caro- 
lina; Scales was sentenced to six years under the Smith Act, even though he had quit the Party. 



New Mexico CLU Defends 
Right of Navajos to Vote 

The New Mexico Civil Liberties Union 
has filed a brief in a case brought by a local 
politician who would deny residents of the 
Navajo Indian Reservation the right to vote 
in state elections. JHe argues that the Indians 
are not subject to state laws while on the 
reservation. 

The Union's New Mexico affiliate takes 
the position that this would endanger the right 
of Indians throughout the United States to 
vote, that it would nullify the Indian Citizen- 
ship Act of 1924, and that it would violate 
the constitutional rights of America's oldest 
minority. 



e Union Members Win 
n So. Calif. ACLU Case 

The California Supreme Court recently 
refused to review a lower court's decision 
upholding the right of labor union members 
publicly to advocate political views different 
from their union's. The Southern California 
ACLU had backed Cecil C. Mitchell and John 
Mulgrew's fight against expulsion from the 
International Association of Machinists for 
having campaigned in support of the pro- 
posed "right to work" amendment to the 
state constitution. 

The ACLU argued that advocacy of "right 
to work" laws was not inconsistent with "good 
trade unionism;" nor was "the open expres- 
sion by members of political difference such 
a threat to the union as to justify curtailing 
their basic rights and duties as citizens." 

The Southern California ACLU also up- 
held the labor union member's right to take 
part in public debatejas^ well as the public's 
right to hear from those persons "intimately 
conversant with the workings of modern labor 
organizations."
